The French Premier mounted the tribune in front of the 
packed auditorium amid p hum of interest and before beginning 
his address received a great ovation. 

He urged the League commissions immediately to study the 
question of arbitration, upon the successful operation of which 
he believed the tranquility of the world depended.

Duncan Cameron, a 
trader, possessed of great executive ability and 
liberally endowed with Celtic adroitness, had 
-been chosen by half-breeds and by the Nor'- 
Wester* as the leader in the movement. By 
Intimidation, by plausible assumption of legal 
authority, by Inaldlous propaganda among ths 
settlers themselves, inciting tlism to mutiny 
and general resistance to Lord Selkirk's Gov¬ 
ernor, by the staging of sniping attacks on In¬ 
dividual coloniats by armed attacks on ths 
colonists* houses In general, hs so thoroughly 
dominated the settlement that the Governor. 
Miles Macdonell was surrendered to the North¬ 
west Company and sent as prisoner to Mon¬ 
treal. 

Duncan Cameron was at the height of hla 
prestige. With hla apparent sincerity and 
kindness he won the hearts of many of the 
colonists, others he had sufficiently fright¬ 
ened. and now. to complete the wqrk, he at¬ 
tempted to seduce them all with a fair and 
generous offer to move each and every one to 
some of the beet lands close to market cen¬ 
tres In Upper Canada. Ths Northwest Com¬ 
pany would arrange the transportation, pro¬ 
vision them, and gecure them two hundred 
acres of free fkrro land for each family. Not 
only did Cameron use his personal persuasive 
power, which was great, but. to gain his end, 
he bribed right and left In liberal fashion, se¬ 
lecting for this th* disaffected and the re¬ 
bellion^. 

A large number of the colonists succumbed 
and on June 15, ISIS, the canoes shot out on 
this extraordinary Journey of a thousand mllee 
and more, bearing men, women and children, 
even babes in arms, together wMh their pitiful 
baggage. By at ream and lake and portage they 
reached Fort William- Thence they followed 
the rock-bound northern shore of Lake Superior 
to the St. Mary’s River, down, the seething 
raplda, and through the Island-studded waters 
of Georgian Bay. They landed at Penetan- 
gulahene. crossed to Holland Landing, thencs 
to York. Here they received lodging and food 
till, party by party, they were moved out-to 
their grants—some to the Township of West 
Gwilllmbury on the southern shores of Lake 
Rimcoe. some to the Talbot settlement near Rt. 
Thomas, others to the neighborhood of London, 
and In all these localities their descendants 
remain to this day. 

Of the colonists who remained on the Red 
River about sixty' were driven northward from 
their homes toward Hudson's Ray by a band 
of armed half-breeds under Cuthbert Grant, 
who had their buildings burnt to the ground. 
The Northwest Company and the Bole-Brules 
had temporarily triumphed and for tha moment 
the land was wiped clean of the hated settler.
